My dear Howland: 


T have been back from New York but a few 
days and quite busy getting caught up with work which 
accumulated during my absence. 


I had a very pleasant, and what I feel 
profitable, visit with Dlr. Comparette. The Doctor was 
busy with other engagements the dey I arrived and so I put 
in the time with Messrs. Merritt and the Chapmans, In the 
evening Dr. Comparette and I took dinner and spent the 
evening together. It gave me a good ppportunity* to lead up 
to the subject we discussed in New York. Il found him in 
@ very much receptive frame of mind and, in fact, he himself 
made suggestions right along the lines we discussed. He did 
not think much of the publication of the Allen series of 
articles which are to appear in the Numismatist, especially 
if it covers so long a period. He spoke of several other 
instances where long drawn-out series of articles were the 
real cause of suspension of the publications in which they 
appeared. 


While I did not even suggest a proposition 
to him, I believe he would be glad to take the matter up 
providing, of course, a reasonable proposition could be made 
to him. I think the situation merits the gonsideration of 
both the A.N.S. and the A.N.A. and (while I cannot speak 
with authority) if the A.N.S. could make a proposition Week 
with wheat the A.N.A. could afford to contribute, I believe 
the A.N.A. would be willing to join in such an arrangement. 


I am writing this letter to you as you and 
I discussed it more fully than I did with either Messrs. 
keilly ay Newell. I said nothing to Adams about it nor to 
anyone else except Merritt who was favorable to such an 
arrangement if it could be carried out. Of course the matte 
Will quite likely come under the next Board 9f Governors as . 
it could not be worked up for consideration by the present 
Board. However, if meh Rec is to be done ae bint 
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there is not any too much time to get it into some 

tangible form by the time of the next A.N.A. Convention. 

As for myself, I would be willing to take it up anytime, 

but the membershiv of our Board of Governors is so scattered 
that it will take more or less time to get it before them 
atl for agtion-. 


I do not think I had better write anything 
to Wurtzbach until I hear further from you as I do not like 
to bother him unless there is something "real" on which to 
work.
